It is certain that the Populace drop- 
ped ſome Expreſſions of Diſlike againft 
the Memory of the Deceaſed, on the 
Day of his Funeral; but it is not true 
that he was hung in Effigy, as was re- 
ported. The World at large had enter- 
tained a Prejudice againſt him, for having 
omitted all Mention of his Relations in 
his Will, and this was greatly heightened 
in Ber mondſey, by his having directed his 
Body to be interred in St. Fohn's Church, 
the adjoining Pariſh; but the Funeral

Theſe laſt pl aced 
themſeves in the Church and Church- 
Yard; they let the Ladies follow the 
Corpſe without much Interruption; but 
before the Mourners ayd Attendants could 
get out of their Coaches, they cloſed in, 
prevented theſe Latter from following 
immediately after the Ladies, and plun- 
dered almoſt every well-drefſed Perſon 
around them. The Confuſhion in the 
Church aroſe principally from the im- 
menſe Number of Spectators ; and it would 
certainly have exiſted if the Corpſe of the

pous and novel.
